Back in the summer of 1937, I 


liad an idea. This brain wave was 
so Completely radical and foreign

good. Accordingly, I managed to 
obtain an interview with the Sec- 
retary oC Columbia University. I 
had wanted to talk to Nicholas 
Murray Butler, then President of 
Columbia, but he was not avail- 
able; 


The Secretary smiled tolerantly 


regarding me as though I wore 
a retarded child in the 
fourth 


grade. "I'll be glad to talk lo 
him about it," he said "but I 
hold out little hope. After all,, a 
lecture course in fishing in Colum- 
bia " He shook his head once more 
arid I went home, 
: Of course, Butler turned down 
the idea forthwith. Then he made 
a mistake — he told the story, 
as a joke, to his friend, the lalo 
Dr. Samuel Lamlbert. 


Dr. Sam, 'bless his heart, was 


an ardent fisherman, having one 
of the finest private collections of 
angling literature. He didn't laugh 
at Butler's story, 


"That," he said "is one of the 


soundest ideas for the widening 
of a university's curriculum that 
I have heard for a long time, How 
long," he asked his surprised fri- 
end, 
''has it been since you play- 


ed tennis, football, baseball?" 


"Haven't thought of those gumos 


for years," replied Butler. '.'Foot- 
ball! At my age?" 


"Exactly," said Dr. Sam. "Con- 


tact sports are useful only to the 
young. You teach 
them 
all 
at 


Columbia. 
But what 
about the 


years after a man has passed 30? 
What does he do with his off time? 
Do you teach him how to employ 
his leisure hours in healthful out- 
door relaxation? No indeed, you 
are 
turning out unfinished prp- 


ducts with lopsided training," 


"But who is this young man? 


Is he trained to conduct a Uniyor- 
sity lecture course?" 


"He's a member of the Anglers' 


Cliiib of New York, of which I am 
a member, If he's smart enough 
to comeyp with such a noyel idea, 


surely he is competent to' carry 
it through. I urge you, quite strong 
ly to sign him up before some 
other university grabs him." 


So that was how it started. For 


two winters I had the pleasure of 
conducting a lecture 
coiV'se -at 


Columbia University, It was sche- 
duled under the grandiose 
title 


"The 
Theory and Technique of 


Fresh Water Angling." Of course, 
the newspapers had a lot of fun 
with the thing. Columnists kidded 
us and cartoonists lampooned Nic- 
cholas Murray Butler and yours 
truly, but the basic idea took hold. 
Letters 
from 
other 
universities 


came in, asking for data on start- 
ing such courses in their univer- 
sities. That, as I say, was in the 
winter of 1937-38. 


Today, there is a group, organi- 


zed at Michigan Stale University, 
known as The American Associa- 
lion for Health, Physical Educa- 
tion and Recreation. The purpose 
of this gz'oup is to encourage uni- 
versity, high school 
and 
grade 


school instruction in outdoor acti- 
vities — fishing, hunting, outdoor 
safety, camping and conservation. 


This instruction in no way .re- 


places football, baseball, etc.; it 
merely supplements 
and widens 


the scope of the physical educa- 
tion curriculum, giving the stu- 
dents a solid grounding in sports 
and outdoor activities that will 
come in ' mighty handy in later 
years. 


After'all, a man — or a woman 


— can indulge in active sports only 
so long as the circulatory system 
will stand the strain. But the out- 
door sports need place no extra 
load on aging sinews or a tired 
heart. The amount of exertion in- 
cidental to hunting and fishing is 
a matter to be decided by the 
individual, 


Shakespeare described Cleopatra 


as "a woman of infinite variety," 
So might the outdoor sports be 
described. No one man may know 
all there is to learn about them. 
There is more literature surround- 
ing the sport of angling alone than 
there is'' concerning all the other 
sports, indo'or and outdoor com- 
bined, Angling is a complex and 
fascinating subject in which al- 
ways there are new vistas ahead. 


Thus, when a man passes the 


safe ago for tennis or baseball, 
an entire new world is there for 
him to explore,- The farther his 
research leads him, the more he 
finds 
he must knosv, 
So don't 


worry too , much atoout turning in 
the uniform, Your sporting life 
has justabeguiv Face the outdoor
